Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments are directed to the 
unentered amendment. In so far as they apply to the rejections of record, the Examiner notes simply because applicants break the 
saturation magnetization into its' two components, RE and TM parts, does not mean that the prior art must do the same. Furthermore the 
argument that since both applicants' and the prior art arrows are black and applicants' use the black arrow to represent the TM part of the 
magnetization, that Yonezawa et al. must be only showing the TM component of the magnetization is not convincing. The Examiner note 
that Yonezawa et al. clearly states that it is the direction of magnetization which is shown, which one of ordinay skill in the art would readilv 
recognize as the overall saturation magnetization (i.e. sum of both TM and RE parts) barring explicit suggestion otherwise Finally the 
Examiner notes that Yonezawa et al. also appears to teach the transferring of magnetic domains from the recordinq layer to the DWDD 
layer (Figure 2, element 32).. 
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
